Minutes after the arrest order 
went out, Secretary of the Navy 
Francis P. Matthews proclaiméd 
at a Congressionai hearing that 
all other officers who “blemish” 
the Navy's tradition of loyalty will 
be brought to book. 

Crommelin was suspended from 
duty in the Naval air war section 
here and confined to his home in 
Georgetown for making : public 
three confidential Navy docpments 
that stated morale in the service 
is shot to pieces as a result of 
unification policies. He admitted

Formal Charges Later. 

Formal charges will be filed 
against Crommelin later, the Navy 
said, presumably with a view to 
court-martial and perhaps dismis- 
sal from the service.

Even before the confinement 
order became public, expressions 
of support began pouring in on 
Crommelin from proponents of 
naval] aviation who agree with his 
charge that under unification the 
Army and Air Force are “ganging 
up” to destroy thé Navy’s offen- 
sive power.

“The Government will prove,” 
Kerner sail, “that the defendants 
conspired with each other to col- 
lect these funds of the Tucker 
Corp. by misrepresentation and 
false and fraudulent promises.” 

Kerner said investigators for the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion had uncovered “misuse of the 
funds of the corporation” and 
“false and misleading advertise- 
ments.” He added the “misuse of 
funds were so numerous it would 
take all afternoon to enumerate 
all of them.” 

Defense Claims “Good Faith.” 

Defense attorneys said the acts 
of the former and present Tucker 
executives on trial were all “in 
good faith” and statements in the 
firm’s advertising “were and are 
true.” 

Frank J. McAdams, a defense 
attorney, said the SEC investiga- 
tion of the corporation in June 
1948 was the “fatal blow.” He said 
“it blocked the small amount of 
additional financing which was 
needed to put the Tucker automo- 
bile into mass production.” He 
said that only $3,000,000 in* addi- 
tional financing was needed on 
top of the $27,000,000 taken in by 
the firm. Kes 

Kerner said Tucker, corporation 
president, bought his own stock 
interest in the company with 
$100,000 in corporation funds paid 
to Tucker’s Ypsilanti (Mich.) Ma- 
chine & Tool Co. The 1,000,000 
shares of class B 10-cent stock 
purchased thus “represents the 
investment of Preston Tucker and 
his family” Kerner said, “and not 
the $1,300,000 he reported he had 
put into the corporation.” 

Other deals which Kerner de- 
scribed as improper included the 
purchase of a $40,000 airplane, an 
$87,000 racing car, and the charg- 
ing to the company of repair bills 
for Tucker’s personal boat.

TRUMAN REVEALS 
HE ASKED PARTY 
CHIEFS 10 WhiP UP 
SUPPORT FOR OLDS 


Defends Action, Says Dis- 
cipline Is Necessary to 
Two Party System — 
Still Hopes for Con- 


firmation.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6—Presi- 
dent Truman disclosed at a press 
conference today that the Demo- 
cratic party's drive to whip up 
support among state party leaders 
for confirmation of Leland Olds 
for a third term on the Federal 


Power Commission was under- 
taken at his personal request. 

In response to a question by 
the Post-Dispatch, he said he 
thought. his action was very 
proper, and that there must be 
discipline if there is to be a two- 
party system and if he is to trans- 
act the business of the Govern- 
ment and carry out the party 
platform. ~* 

Truman said also that he still 
hoped that Olds would be con- 
firmed by the Senate. The Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee, 
by a vote of 10 to 2, adversely 
reported yesterday the appoint- 
ment to the Senate floor. A vote 
by the whole Senate is expected 
early next week. 

In rejecting the nomination, the 
Senate committee flatly spurned 
an urgent appeal from the Presi- 
dent for confirmation. 

Chairman William M. Boyle Jr. 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee then sent telegrams to all 
members of the committee and to 
state party chairmen blasting the 
“monopoly-seeking power lobby” 
opposing Olds and asking for pres- 
sure on Senators in Olds’s behalf. 

Other Comment. 

On other subjects, the President, 
after noting that this was the 
200th press conference he has held 
in the White House, said: - 

The coal and steel strikes have 
not yet reached the point for 
his intervention. 

He hopes there will be no 
arms race as a result of Russia’s 
development of the atomic bomb 
and the U.S.8.R. refusal to ac- 
cept the control program pre- 
sented to the United Nations by 
this country. 


He has instructed Secretary of 
the Navy Matthews to get to the 
bottom of the defense contro- 
versy over charges by top naval 
officers that the Navy is not be- 
ing given a fair deal in unifica- 
tion policies. 


A few minutes after the confer- 
ence ended it was disclosed that 
the man who was more responsi- 
ble than anyone else for Truman’s 
ascendency to the Presidency — 
Robert E. Hannegan—died in St. 
Louis. 

No Details on Atom, 

On the subject of atomic en- 
ergy, the President declined to 
give out any further details about 
the Soviet atomic explosion. 

On the mounting unification 
controversy, the President refused 
to give his own views on Navy 
Capt. John G. Crommelin’s release 
of private Navy correspondence 
critical of defense policies. 


At the start of the conference, 
the President engaged in a lively 
colloquy with reporfers over -the 
crucial Olds confirmation ‘issue. 
When he disclosed that he person- 
ally had instructed National Dem- 
ocratic Chairman Boyle to launch 
the nation-wide party campaign 
in Olds’s behalf, a reporter want- 
ed to know:

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6—If Presi- 
dent Truman decides to follow 
Bernard M. Baruch’s advice for 
“immediate enactment of a stand- 
by mobilization plan” to meet 
Soviet Russia’s atomic discovery, 
he will find the National Security 
Resources Board has drafted a 
93-page proposed law covering the 
points raised by Baruch’s state- 
ment early this week. 
The proposed law, which would 
go into effect on proclamation by 
the President and/or concurrent 
resolution by Congress that an 
emergency requires it, calls for a 
general “freeze” on prices, wages, 
salaries, rents, commissions, fees, 
margins, compensations, and re- 
wards at a level not higher than 
that six months prior to the order. 
It would also establish agencies to 
stabilize the cost of living, levy 
excess profits taxes at rates in ef- 
fect in 1945 during the war, con- 
trol employment and impose pri- 
orities and allocations. 
The document is classified to 
keep it from public circulation. Its 
title is the “Emergency Powers 
Act” and it contains 20 main sub- 
divisions. 
The differing points cf view 
held by Truman and Baruch is 
over the timing of submission of 
the proposed law to Congress. 
Baruch is convinced, after experi- 
ence in two wars, that “we dare 
not wait until war has begun and 
bombs are falling to debate what 
should be done.” 

Under Constant Revision.

Retired and Bought In- 
terest in Cardinals But 
Had to Sell — Stricken 
in Night After Visiting 
Friends—46 Years Old, 


Robert Emmet Hannegan, for- 
mer Postmaster General, and 
president until last spring, of the 
St. Louis Cardinals, died unexpect- 
edly of a heart attack at his 
home, 5745 Lindell boulevard, at 
9:30 o'clock this morning. He had 
been ill during the night, and his 
physician and. members of his 
family were with him for several 
hours before his death. 

Dr. Harry Klein, Mr. Hanne- 
gan’s physician, said death was 
due to a heart condition resulting 
from high blood pressure. He said 
the first attack came late last 
night, after Mr. and Mrs. Hanne- 
gan had returned from a call on 
friends. Dr. Klein was at the 
house until midnight. He was re- 
called before 6 this morning, and 
administered sedatives. The Rev. 
Gerald McMahon of Brentwood 
was called later.

WASHINGTON, Oct. € (UP)— 
Capt. John G. Crommelin, the 
Nayy flyer who blew the lid off 
his service's secret fight against 
unification of the armed services, 
was suspended from duty and con- 
fined to quarters today in an of- 
ficial crackdown that threatened 
to have repercussions throughout 
* the fleet. 

Minutes after the arrest order 
went out, Secretary of the Navy 
Francis P. Matthews proclaimed 
at a Congressionai hearing that 


all other officers who “blemish” 
the Navy’s tradition of loyalty will 
be brought to book. 

Crommelin was suspended from 
duty in the Naval air war section 
here and confined to his home in 
Georgetown for making - public 
three confidential Navy docpments 
that stated morale in the service 
is shot to pieces as a result of 
unification policies. He admitted 
last night he was the person who 
gave copies to news agencies. 

Formal Charges Later. 

Formal charges will be filed 
against Crommelin later, the Navy 
said, presumably with a view to 
court-martial and perhaps dismis- 
sal from the service. 

Crommelin, however, already 
seemed to have won the first ob- 
jective of the one-man “rebellion” 
he started last month—a full Con- 
gressional investigation of unifi- 
cation and its effect on the na- 
tional security. : 

The House Armed Services Com- 
mittee started that investigation a 
few minutes before Crommelin 
was summoned to the Navy in- 
sp Ws office. and in 
formed of his s n. 

As he left for home, Crommelin 
said he was ready to take what- 
ever punishment the Navy has in 
store, 

“I am not concerned whether I 
go to jail,” he said. “I am con- 
cerned about the future of my 
children and living in a free de- 
mocracy.” 

Expressions of Support Pour in. 

Even before the confinement 
order became public, expressions 
of support began pouring in on 
Crommelin from proponents of 
naval] aviation who agree with his 
charge that under unification the 
Army and Air Force are “ganging 
up” to destroy the Navy’s offen- 
sive power. 

In a statement read ai the open- 
ing of the House hearing, Mat- 
thews called Crommelin’s disclos- 
ures an “instance of faithlessness 
and insubordination.” He said in- 
formation was given out “surrep- 
titiously” in spite of a Navy of- 
ficer’s oath which imposed the 
“solemn obligation to support the 
Constitution and the laws of the 
United States.” 

Matthews insistec that Navy 
morale outside of the aviation see- 
tion is high. He said morale of 
the service is bound to be affect- 
ed by pronouncements of such 
men as Crommelin and V. Adm. 
Gerald F. Bogan, commander of 
the First Pacific Task Force.

Truman said also that he still 
hoped that Olds would be con- 
firmed by the Senate. The Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee, 
by a vote of 10 to 2, adversely 
reported yesterday the appoint- 
ment to the Senate floor. A vote 
by the whole Senate is expected 
early next week. 

In rejecting the nomination, the 
Senate committee flatly spurned 
an urgent appeal from the Presi- 
dent for confirmation.

Retired and Bought In- 
terest in Cardinals But 
Had to Sell — Stricken 
in Night After Visiting 
Friends—46 Years Old. 


Robert Emmet Hannegan, for- 
mer Postmaster General, and 
president until last spring, of the 
St. Louis Cardinals, died unexpect- 
ediy of a heart attack at his 
home, 5745 Lindell boulevard, at 
9:30 o’clock this morning. He had 
been ill during the night, and his 
physician and members of his 
family were with him for several 
hours before his death. 

Dr. Harry Klein, Mr. Hanne- 
gan’s physician, said death was 
due to a heart condition resulting 
from high blood pressure. He said 
the first attack came late last 
night, after Mr. and Mrs. Hanne- 
gan had returned from a call on 
friends. Dr. Klein was at the 
house until midnight. He was re- 
called before 6 this morning, and 
administered sedatives. The Rev. 
Gerald McMahon of Brentwood 
was called later. 

Associates Call at Home. 

The news of the former Demo-~ 
cratic leader’s death spread rap- 
idly, and several political associ- 
ates, including United States Col- 
lector James P. Finnegan, who 
succeeded him in the collectorship, 
called at the home. Charles Han- 
negan, a brother, head of the field 
division in the Collector’s office, 
received the callers. 

The funeral will be at 10 o’clock 
Monday morning, but the place 
and other details have not been 
determined. 

Mr. Hannegan, 46 years old, had 
condensed into a period of less 
than 15 years a notable career in 
politics and, at the end, in the big 
business of baseball. His health 
began to fail in 1946, and he 
underwent an operation for hyper- 
tension. Retiring from the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet late in 1947, to cen- 
ter on his baseball interest, he 
found his strength insufficient, 
and the $1,000,000 sale of his in- 
terest to Fred M. Saigh was an- 
nounced early in 1949. 

Beginning as member and chaire 
man of the St. Louis Democratie 
City Committee, he progressed 
through victories and defeats to 
the national party chairmanship, 
and was instrumental both in 
Harry S. Truman’s second elec- 
tion to the United States Senate 
and his nomination for the office 
of Vice President. 

Met Truman Here Last Week. 

His last meeting with the Presi- 
dent, and one of his last public 
appearances, was on the occasion 
of Truman’s visit to St. Louis and 
Kansas City last week. The Presi- 
dent said at the dinner to William 
M. Boyle, new party chairman, 
that “Hannegan had something to 
do” with his atfainment of the 
presidential office. Some hearers 
regarded this as an understate- 
ment. 

He is survived by his wife, fore 
merly Miss Irma Protzmann, 
daughter of a St. Louis Republi- 
can member of the old City Coune- 
cil, and four children, Patricia, 
Robert Emmet, William and Sally, 
Robert is a student at Georgetown 
University, Washington. The other 
children are at home. 

An active Catholic, Mr. Hanne- 
gan was made a Knight of St. 
Gregory,.Grend Order of the Holy 
Cross, by Pope Pius XII in 1946, 
He and his family visited Rome in 
recent months, and were received 
by the Pope in private audience,

WASHINGTON. Oct. 6 (AP) — 
Legislation vastly expanding the 
Mation’s social security program 
Was passed in the House late yes- 
terday by a 333-to-14 vote. 

It now goes to the Senate, where 
approval is considered ‘certain — 
sometime before the 1950 elections. 
It is not expected to be taken up 
at this session of Congress be- 
cause adjournment is near. 


The bill would add 11,000,000 to/ 


the 35,000,000 workers now cov- 
ered by old-age insurance. 

Its sponsors voiced the hope it 
would lessen strikes and strife 
over labor demands for pension 
plans financed wholly by employ- 
ers. In the federal.program, work- 
ers and employers share equally 
ttie cost of the benefits the work- 
ers later receive. 

“Fair Deal” Victory. 

“The smashing House vote was 
@ partial victory for a major point 
in President Truman's “Fair Deal” 
program. The President, however, 
liad asked that 20,000,000 more 
Workers be brought under the in- 
gurance program, as compared to 
the 11,000,000 additional the House 
voted. 

' Major groups still left out in- 
clude farm operators, farm hands 
and professional persons. Among 
those. excluded are doctors, law- 
yers and self-employed publishers 
and editors. Ways and Means 
Committee members told the 
House that farmers and profes- 
sional persons showed no great 
desire to get into the program, 
Representative.

Following is a summary of the 
provisions of the bill: 

OLD-AGE AND SURVIVORS’ 

INSURANCE. 

1. Extension of Coverage—Old- 
age and survivors’ insurance cov- 
erage would be extended to add 
approximately -11,000,000 new per- 
sons to the 35,000,000 now covered 
during an average week. The 
groups added to the system under 
the bill are: 

(A) Four million five hundred 
thousand non-farm, self-employed 
persons other than physicians, 
lawyers, dentists, osteopaths, vet- 
erinarians, chiropractors, optome- 
trists, christian science practi- 
tioners, and aeronautical, chem- 
ical, civil, electrical, mechanical, 
metallurgical or mining engineers. 

(B) Three million eight hundred 
thousand employes of state and 
local governments, if the state 
enters into a voluntary compact 
with the federal security agent— 
provided that such employes who 
are under an existing retirement 
system shall be covered only if 
such employes and adult benefici- 
aries of the retirement system 
shall so elect by a _ two-thirds 
majority. 

(C) Seven hundred fifty thou- 
sand domestic servants in private 
homes whose cash earnings are 
$25 or more in three months and 
who work 26 days or more in three

(B) Persons who retire in the 
future would have their benefits 
computed under a new formula 
with resulting benefits approxi- 
mately double the average bene- 
fits payable today. 

3. Limitation on Earnings of 
Beneficiaries—The amount a bene- 
ficlary may earn in covered em- 
ployment without loss of benefits | 
would be increased from $14.99 to

All persons covered by the old- 
age and survivors’ insurance pro- 
gram would have available protec- 
tion against the hazard of enforced 
retirement and loss of earnings 
caused by permanent and total 
disability. Permanently and total- 
ly digabled workers would uave 
their benefits and average wage 
computed on the same basis as for 
old-age benefits, but no payments 
would be available to dependents 
of disabled workers. 


VETERANS. 


World War II veterans would be 
given wage credits under the old- 
age, survivors, and disability in- 
surance program of $160 a month 
for the time spent in military 
service between Sept. 16, 1940, and 
July 24, 1947.

The program outlined above is 
the insurance part of the social 
security program, in which work- 
ers and their employers pay (in 
equal amounts) for the benefits 
the workers later receive. 

Public Assistance Program. 

| In the social security set-up 
there is an entirely independent 
operation called “public assist- 
ance,” in which the Government, 
through a money-matching opera- 
tion with the states, provides re- 
lief payments to the needy aged, 
the blind and to dependent chil- 
dren. The recipients do not pay 
for these benefits, which are based 
entirely on need. 


The public assistance program | 
is expanded in the new legislation | 


| to provide relief for a fc urth cate- 
gory—the totally and permanently 
disabled. This will take care of 
| those who become disabled and 
have not qualified in the insur- 
ance part of the social security. 

| The bill writes a new formula 
for federal-state matching in the 
public assistance program, where- 
| by low income rates—especially in 
|the south—will get more money 
for such relief. Under the new 
bill also the states would be au- 
| thorized to make direct payments 
to doctors or others furnishing 
medical care to recipients of state- 
federal relief. 

Public assistance now is costing 
the Federal Government about

Trustees Say FBI Agents 


Seek Records, Speeches 
By Officials Dating 
Back to 1938. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 6 (AP)—Trus- 


‘tees of the American Medical As- 


sociation said today that the 
A.MLA. and 16 state and county 
medical societies are being investi- 
gated by the anti-trust division of 
the Justice Department. 

The Board of Trustees issued 
a statement “protesting the use 
of the police arm of the Govern- 
ment in a campaign to discredit 
American medicine and terrorize 
physicians into abandoning their 
opposition to compulsory health 
insurance.” 

The board said that on Feb. 10 
the board room of the trustees in 
Chicago was broken into and rec- 
ords of the board were thoroughly 
searched. Dr. George F. Lull, sec- 
retary-manager of the A.M.A., said 
“no accusations are made against 


‘the Department of Justice.” But 


he called the incident one of “real 


significance in the chronology of 
events since the A.M.A. decided to 
make a nation-wide campaign 
against compulsory health insur- 
ance.” 

Records Being Searched. 

Lull said four Federal Bureau 
of Investigation agents presently 
are engaged in searching the 
A.M.A. records in the association's 
Chicago headquarters. They have 
asked for all records dating back 
to 1938 and copies of all speeches 
made by A.M.A. officials. 


The trustees called a_ special 
press conference to announce the 
investigation, Presiding were Dr. 
Lull and Dr. Ernest Irons, presi- 
dent of the A.M.A. 


They exhibited photostatic copies 
of a police department complaint 
on the ransacking of A.M.A, rec- 
ords in February. They also had 
photostatic copies of a notice from 
Herbert A. Bergson, assistant 
United States attorney general, 
dated Aug. 25 and asking that the 
files be laid open to the FBI for 
investigation. 

Other Societies Under Study. 


Societies which the association 
said are under investigation are 
the A.M.A.; the New York State 
Medical Society; the Utah State 
Medical Association; the Washing- 
ton State Medical Society; the 
Arkansas Medical Society; the 
Oklahoma State Medical Associa- 
tion; the Michigan Medical Serv- 
ice; the Arkansas Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield Plan; Los Angeles County 
(Calif.) Medical Society; the Beck- 
ham County (Okla.) Medical So- 
ciety; the Wayne County (Mich.)

Four governors, a _ lieutenant 
governor and representatives of 
three other states, seeking to settle 
the prolonged Missouri Pacific 
Railroad strike, questioned Guy A. 
Thompson, trustee of the railroad, 
and eight union officers about the 
issues in the strike, at a closed 
meeting in Hotel Jefferson today.

After Thompson had given his 
sihe of the dispute in a session 
lasting almost two hours, the 
union officers were called in and 
told their story at another two- 
hour session. At 2:30 o’clock the 
conference -adjourned for lunch. 
After lufich, the Governors will 
decide whether to recall Thomp- 
son or the union executives for 
further questioning. 

When the Governors finish their 
inquiry, they will discuss plans 
they have in mind for settling the 
strike, which has interfered with 
industry and caused unemploy- 
ment in‘11 states served by the 
railroad since Sept. 9. 

In the union group were four 
international vice presidents: J. H. 
Rodgers, conductors; R. V. La- 
verty, firemen; E. B. Boggs, train- 
men, and Roy E. Davidson, en- 
gineers. Local heads of the unions 
who also appeared before the gov- 
ernors were Frank Aldrich, J. H. 
McDonald, George R. Ogletree and 
Grover C. Davidson. 

Statements by the company and 
union representatives were ex- 
pected to take most of the day. 
Then the Governors and other 
state officers will discuss plans 
they have in mind for settling the 
dispute, which has interfered with 
industry and caused unemploy- 
ment in 11 states served by the 
7200-mile rail system. 

Gov. Forrest Smith called the 
conference at the suggestion of 
Gov. Sid McMath of Arkansas, the 
state hardest hit by the strike. 
Both said they had plans for end- 
ing the strike. Other Governors 
at the meeting were Lee Knous of 
Colorado and Frank Carlson of 
Kansas. Lt. Gov. W. J. Dodd of 
Louisiana represented his state. 

The conference was held in Gov. 
Smith’s suite on the eighth floor 
of the hotel. 

Smith’s Statement. 


Gov. Smith issued the following 
statement as the meeting opened: 

“This conference of Governors 
and their representatives was 
called because of the crippling ef- 
fect upon the economy resulting 
from the four weeks’. disruption 
of service on the Missouri Pacific 
as a result of the strike. 

“All but two states—Tennessee 
and Mississippi—of the 11 states 
in which the Missouri Pacific op- 
erates are represented here. I 
have messages from the Governors 
of both of those states saying 
though they are unable to be pres- 
ent they are vitally interested in 
the success of this conference. 

“The Governors of these 11 
states have received pleas from 
business men and citizens alike 
urging the quickest possible settle- 
ment of this dispute. The very 
life of some businesses rests upon 
a quick end to this transportation 
tie-up. I am told some businesses 
have closed, working hardships 
upon innocent parties. 

“It is our plan to hear both 
sides in this strike before advanc- 
ing a proposal pointing toward a 
resumption of operations on the 
Missouri Pacific Lines. 

“We have no preconceived opin- 
ions .in this strike. All of those 
here are interested primarily in a 
speedy return to normal rail op- 
erations. We are hopeful there 
will be a quick end to the undue 
hardship forced upon a_ large 
number of our citizens who are 
innocent bystanders in this stop- 


page.” 
Effect in Arkansas. 

Gov. McMath of Arkansas said 
6300 Missouri Pacific employes 
in Arkansas, including 1820 strik- 
ers, were idle. Many small in- 
dustries have closed because of 
jack of transportation and, as a 
result, about 20,000 non-railroad 
employes are idle. 

The rail strike has interfered 
with an $80,000,000 road-building 
program in Arkansas because as- 
phalt cannot be obtained, McMath 
said. He estimated the loss to the 
state as a result of delays in the 
road-building program at $250,000. 

Assisting Gov. Smith at the con- 
ference were Tyre W. Burton, 
counsel for the Missouri Public 
Service Commission, and James C. 
Kirkpatrick, the Governor's press 
secretary. 

Other State Representatives. 

George D. Green, chief of con- 
ciliation for the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Labor, represented that 
state. Gov. Roy J. Turner, Okla- 
homa, sent his executive secre- 
tary, Forrest McIntire. Bernard 
R. Stone, Nebraska director of in- 
surance, was at the meeting 
representing his Governor, Val 
Peterson.

He 
had served hardly more than three 
months, and had only fairly start- 
ed a circuit of the districts, visit- 
ing only 16 states, when the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee, with 
President Roosevelt’s approval, 
elected him as its chairman. 

Again he took to the road, now 
with a definite task. First, to see 
that all was propitious for a 
fourth-term Roosevelt nomination. 
He knew that a large part of the 
committee was with him on this.

HERE will be little comfort 
for Senator Juve cCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, in the re- 
port of the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices subcommittee investigating 
the trial of the Nazi perpetrators 
of the Malmedy massacre. The re- 
port will hold the S.S. killers re- 
ceived “substantial justice.” 
McCarthy has vociferously con- 
tended their trial was a miscar 
riage of justice. He is demanding 
commutation of the death sen- 
tences of the six Germans con- 
victed of shooting down more than 
100 American prisoners and Bel- 
gian civilians. 
The subcommittee’s report will 
not comment on that demand. It 
will deal solely with the conduct 
of the trial. Gen. Lucius Clay, 
former United States commander 
in Germany, upheld the death 
sentences after an exhaustive re- 
view. 


The subcommittee’s findings will 
be based on extended hearings in 
Washington and Germany. The 
group, consisting of Senators Ray- 
mond A. Baldwin (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, Estes Kefauver (Dem.), 
Tennessee, and Lester Hunt 
(Dem.), Wyoming, were accom- 
panied to Germany by a team of 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice doctors. The latter examined 
the prisoners on their claim they 
were beaten to extort confessions 
from them. 

The report will state that while 
the doctors found some _ scars, 
they were unable to determine 
whether these were due to the 
alleged beatings or other causes, 
such as service wounds. 

Major recommendation of the 
subcommittee will be that future 
trials of this kind be conducted 
by civilian courts instead of mili- 
tary tribunals. Also, that no co- 
ercion of any nature be used to 
obtain evidence. 


The subcommittee will criticize 

the so-called “mock trials” staged 
for that purpose. But the report 
will emphatically reject McCar- 
thy’s claim the 8.8. men were im- 
properly convicted. 
The findings will be submitted 
to the full Senate Armed Service 
Committee, which will determine 
whether to publish them. Final 
decision on execution of the six 
Panzer killers rests with Army 
Secretary Gordon Gray.

Because of the 
devaluation of the British pound and 24 allied currencies these reduc- 
tions could be sufficient to bring down prices on many products in 
this country and to build up the dollar balances of countries that want 


or must have American goods. 


Truman and his economic ad- 
visers have consistently advocated: 
lowering of American and other 
tariff rates. He indicated how far 
he planned to go when he signed 
the 1949 Trade Agreement law. 
He said: 

“We must reduce our own bar- | 
riers, wherever possible, to per-| 
mit our people the freest access | 
to foreign goods they may want | 
to buy. The maintenance and the. 
enlargement of our export mar-| 
kets are impossible without a sub-| 
stantial expansion of our imports. | 
As the world’s greatest creditor | 
nation, it is our special responsi- 
bility to welcome imports.” 


Snyder’s Comment. 


A further indication that the 
Truman Administration intends to 
have a “competitive” and not a 
“protective” economv was given 
a few days later by Treasury 
Secretary Snyder in Boston. 

Predicting that the long-range 
effects of devaluation of the pound 
and other currencies would be to 
reduce prices here and to create 
more competitive conditions for 
American products, Snyder said: 

“Our free enterprise system 
could not thrive without competi- 
tion. A seller's market such as 
we have known during and since 
the war is in the long run bad for 
business.” 

Before extending the Trade 
Agreements Act to June 12, 1951, 
the Senate rejected the Millikin 
“peril point” amendment 43 to 38. 
For almost two years President 
Truman will be free of congres- 
sional interference in tariff mak- 
ing. Had the amendment pre- 


vailed, the President would have 


been directed to inform Congress 
whenever he reduced rates lower 
than the Federal Tariff Commis- 
sion estimated would imperil 
American producers. One of the 
three Democrats who voted with 
the Republicans on this amend- 
ment was Senator Joseph C. O’Ma- 
honey of Wyoming, who has been 
on competition within the 
economy. But he also 
represents a wool growing state 
and his vote indorsed the view 
of a 19th Century politician who 
observed, “The tariff is a local 
issue.”

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A Bad Precedent 


A thoroughly bad precedent was set in the 
way the Senate Judiciary Committee handled 
the nomination of Sherman Minton to be a Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court. This needs to be 
said for future reference even though Judge 
Minton has now been confirmed by a vote of 48 
to 16 and holds the right to sit on our highest 
bench. , 

Less than a week ago, committee members 
voted 5 td 4 to ask Judge Minton to come before 
the committee for a hearing at which members 
might ask him some questions. The motion for 
appearance was made by Senator Ferguson of 
Michigan, a former judge in Detroit. 

Judge Minton, though nominated for life 
tenure on the bench which guards the people’s 
liberties, protested against the proposed per- 
sonal appearance. He wrote a letter to the com- 
mittee in opposition to questioning by Senators. 
This was disappointing enough, but the reason 
given by Judge Minton had even less to com- 
mend it. He said his appearance would raise a 
“serious question of propriety” since he might 
be questioned on “highly controversial matters” 
on which he might have “to pass” as a Justice. 

As if every Justice did not, at some time or 
other, necessarily absent himself from a case! 

This possibility certainly was no reason for 
Judge Minton to have protested against a call by 
the committee. Surely he could have said so 
when he thought any question was an improper 
one. Senator Ferguson wanted to ask the court 
appointee about the ill-starred press regulation 
bill which the latter sponsored when he was a 
Senator from Indiana. Questions on that theme 
would not have affected any forthcoming cases 
and they might have given some insight into 
Sherman Minton’s views of a basic right. 

In any event, Judge Minton should have been 
ready to answer any reasonable questions from 
Senator Ferguson or any other Senator. The 
late Charles Evans Hughes, when under consid- 
eration for Chief Justice, was interrogated by 
Senators Borah and La Follette. It did Mr. 
Hughes no harm and in the end his critics were 
disarmed. Why should Sherman Minton have 
held himself aloof from a hearing that Chief 
Justice Hughes underwent without protest? 

Perhaps to avoid party embarrassment, the 
Democratic members of the committee then 
turned out full strength and by a 9-to-3 vote re- 
versed the committee decision to call Judge Min- 
ton. On the heels of that, the nomination was 
hurried to the floor. Senator Morse sought to 
have the appointment returned to committee 
with instructions to require testimony. This 
lost, 45 against 21, and confirmation hastily 
followed. 

Such is the dubious beginning of the Justice 
who takes the seat of the late Justice Rutledge. 
Can anyone imagine Wiley Rutledge conducting 
himself as Sherman Minton has done? 
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Disability and Good Business 


Under a law passed by Congress, employers 
are urged this week to look for jobs that the 
physically handicapped_can perform. It should 
be well worth doing for the employers. Among 
the 28,000,000 Americans who are to some de- 
gree disabled, there are many who have de- 
veloped special skills. They are capable of un- 
dertaking nearly a third of the thousands of 
jobs listed in the Occupational Directory. 

Business men generally report that their 
handicapped employes often are more efficient 
in their particular tasks than workers without 
disabilities. While this proves that the handi- 
capped will work to help themselves, it also 
indicates that employers can help themselves by 
hiring handicapped workers. 

With the impetus of law recognizing this na- 
tional problem, a half-billion dollars has been 
paid in wages to the handicapped. This pro- 
duced $100,000,000 in taxes. So when Congress 
passed the law, the Government did a good job 
of helping itself. 


City Hall Tangle 

The issue over the status of Milton R. 
Fisher is now squarely joined. He has been 
ousted as City Milk Section chief by his new 
superior, Health Commissioner Smith. He has 
been reinstated by Personnel Director Scearce. 
He has been, to all intents and purposes, re- 
moved from the office by the Deputy Health 
Commissioner, John O. Buxell, who supervises 
the Milk Section. 

This puts it up to the three-member Civil 
Service Commission, one of whose members has 
alrAldy withdrawn from the case because of 
previous legal connections. A second member 
occupies a position which is at least question- 
able. It could be that Chairman Luther Ely 
Smith is the only member disinterested enough 
to hear the Fisher arguments pro and con. The 
situation is thoroughly unsatisfactory and. St. 
Louis should be thinking hard about an ade- 
quate way to resolve it. 
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Property of the Consumers 
Profiting by good advice from three consult- 
ants, a Board of Freeholders committee has 
dropped a bad proposed setup for the municipal 
water system and tentatively accepted the basic 
principle of a good setup. The principle is that 
this municipal utility was mostly paid for by 
water consumers—hence that it would be unfair 
to siphon its profits into the city’s general funds. 
This principle was upheld by Utilities Director 
Briscoe and Water Commissioner Skinker, who 
pointed out that much of the claimed water “sur- 
plus” is a bookkeeping illusion. Tom K. Smith, 
the private citizen who headed the waterworks 
subcommittee for the 1944 bond issue, reminded 
the Freeholders that the issue was passed on a 
promise that the profits would be used to retire 
this debt—not for general expenses of the city. 
“T can see no objection,” Mr. Smith added, “to 
operating the water division as a private utility 
and levying taxes upon it in the same manner as 
they would be levied on any other utility, but to 
take any dividends from the division after it is 
operating on that plan is the levying of a hidden 
tax, and that is a very dangerous thing to do.” 
The meeting closed with a request to the City 
Hall consultants to prepare a formula that will 
earmark any surplus revenue for rate reductions. 
Since earlier generations of city taxpayers 
actually igvested some money in the water sys- 
tem, the Post-Dispatch's leading editorial of last 
Wednesday argued that the general fund is really 
entitled to an annual dividend on this money 
at a fixed moderate rate. Though Mr. Smith's 


owned utilities retold in these columns. 

The Freeholders need, however, to go an im- 
portant step further. Not.only should the water 
system be under sound charter mandates; it 


needs also to be under independent, non-political 
management. The need for freedom from 
Mayors and Aldermen has been established by a 
rich history of American municipal ownership. 
The need in St. Louis is confirmed by the four 
recent examples of costly political mismanage- 
ment listed on this page last Thursday. 

Mr. Smith only ‘hinted at this need, and the 
two city officials naturally were silent about it, 
but the men whose task is to write the best at- 
tainable city charter cannot afford to neglect it. 
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Devaluation Drama 

Though Premier Queuille was called the “Lit- 
tle Compromiser,” his refusal to compromise on 
a fundamental issue forced him to offer his 
resignation. The consequences for France may 
be serious. 

Queuille was in office longer than any other 
postwar premier. He stabilized the French Gov- 
ernment and the economy despite threats from 
Communists on the left and DeGaullists on the 
right. His crisis came when France, following 
Britain, devalued the franc. The cheaper money 
forecast higher prices, so the Socialists in 
Queuille’s coalition government demanded 
higher wages to stave off lower living standards. 

If Queuille had given in, the higher pay would 
have increased production costs, though devalu- 
ation was meant to lower these costs. But what 
premier can stand on a policy of decreased liv- 
ing standards? The problem in Paris is largely 
the problem in London as well. 

In one way the British monetary crisis is more 
threatening, because England depends far more 
on imports and dollar balances than France. But 
with a disciplined party system, the British 
Labor Government can only be threatened from 
within or from Conservatives. In mercurial 
French politics, Queuille is harrassed from both 
left and right, and is in fact virtually deposed by 
part of his own coalition. 

Queuille decided on price-fixing rather than 
wage increases. His policy was intended to pre- 
vent any further cycle of inflation, high pro- 
duction costs, devaluation and further crises. 
In effect, he asked his people to face a harsh 
economic reality in return for a political stabil- 
ity their country has seldom afforded. 

Destruction of the Queuille government will 
mean a new struggle for political power, and 
nobody can tell how dangerous the victors might 
be. This is a time for the French to consider 
the merits of self-discipline, both economic and 
political. 
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Why Not the Senate, Too? 


On the final House vote to broaden and ex- 
pand the Social Security System, only 12 Re- 
publicans and two Democrats said Nay. 

Nothing quite so overwhelming as 333 to 14 
had been expected, even though both major 
parties had promised Social Security expansion 
in their platforms. For once, even the Repub- 
lican-Southern Democrat coalition broke apart. 
Thus, President Truman can count it as a major 
triumph for his program. Social Security, in an 
even more emphatic sense than public housing, 
stacks up as one of those “durable social gains” 
inherited from the presidency of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 

Since Social Security expansion obviously has 
overwhelming popular support, why doesn’t the

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Deficits and Confusion 


St. Louis county finances are in a mess. If 
voters had no other interest in their proposed 
home rule charter, interest in their pocketbooks 
should attract them to the work of the Charter 
Commission. 

The county is broke, but nobody is sure just 
how broke it is. The 1949 deficit was first esti- 
mated at $254,000, then at $360,000, and later at 
from $380,000 to $430,000. Between the rising 
cost of public services and the inefficient struc- 
ture of government, no end of deficits is in 
sight. 

Unnecessary expense occurs in the way the 
county meets its debts. The principal tax reve- 
nue is collected late in the year. To meet ex- 
penses until then, the county borrows on what it 
euphemistically calls “tax anticipation notes.” 
Interest on these notes for this year was budg- 
eted at $15,000. And interest paid on current 
expenses is pure waste. 

In accounting for funds, the rule almost seems 
to be “out of sight, out of mind.” Formerly the 
county printed public reports, but citizens have 
not been given a thorough, clear financial report 
since 1944. Budgets are frequently revised, and 
have not provided the breakdown of the previ- 
ous year’s expenditures required by law. 

An effective home rule charter would unify 
financial responsibility and assure strict account- 
ing rules. And in a county with 200 towns and 
districts entitled to -tax money, the charter 
should help simplify the whole financial struc- 
ture. The Governmental Research Institute says, 
“It is to the taxpayers’ interest to consider the 
problem of financing all governments in St. 
Louis county as a whole rather than separately.” 

A letter on this page gives the time, place and 
tentative deadline for Charter Commission hear- 
ings. ‘Time is short. If the county fritters away 
this opportunity to chart a better government, 
the cost will be high and will last a long time.

Due Process and Red Motorcycles 
A petty episode can demonstrate the essence 
of American civil liberty as clearly as the 
weighty kind of issue that reaches the Supreme 
Court.

For over a decade now, the arrival of 
any new anti-bacteria drug on the scene 
has been greeted by so rapturous a press 
that normal, protective skepticism has 
been dazzled to death. The unwelcome 
truth is, however, that many of yester- 
day’s miracle drugs have moved quietly 
backstage. . 

The layman inquisitive enough to peer 
behind the scenes is apt to get a shock.

Last year, the Vet-

ups. The old Army . ar 
treatment (bismuth or Woe nee’ 
and arsenic) was time-tested, and the re- 
sults could be more or fess accurately pre- 
dicted. Not so with the newcomer, penicil- 
lin. Even today, when the newer therapy 
is a medical specialty, its failure rate in 
early syphilis is 5 to 15 per cent. 


A Disease Drugs Cause 


Hazards are sometimes slow to reveal 
themselves, as was demonstrated in the 
history of agranulocytosis—a fatal malady 
peculiar to our pharmaceutical] times. Dr. 
Poy R. Kracke, dean and professor of 
clinica] medicine at the University of Ala- 
bama, told the story recently in Hygeia. 

The disease, he said, first appeared in 
Berlin in 1922. There were only five cases 
to begin with, all women. Their white 
blood cells had in some mysterious way 
been completely destroyed. All five died. 

Soon the disease spread to the United 
States. Here it was noticed that females 
were victims in a ratio of 4 to 1 over men. 
After several years of sifting, investiga- 
tors put the finger on a benzine ring drug, 
amidopyrine, better known as pyramidon. 

Doctors stopped prescribing it. Hospi- 
tals banned it. The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration and the Federal Trade Com- 
mission barred it from over-the-counter 
sale. By 1938, agranulocytosis had prac- 
tically disappeared. 

There the story might have ended if 
at about that time the sulfa drugs had 
not appeared. Sulfa compounds can 
cause the disease and soon agranulocytosis 
was again a medical problem. - “Some pa- 
tients,” reported Dr. Kracke, “have lost 
their lives in this way from the adminis- 
tration of sulfa drugs. Indeed, it has 
been shown that sulfa drugs are capable 
of producing severe effects not only on 
white cells but also on red; they can cause 
the most severe types of anemia.” 


Man’s Relish for Medicine 


“The safest rule,” Dr. Kracke concluded 
thoughtfully, “is to remember that. what 


survival at the expense of her other 
creatures, is also fighting back at the 
antibiotics with her usual ingenuity. 
Nine years ago laboratory workers found 
that streptococci, grown in broth which 
contained a low concentration of sulfanili- 
mide, became drug-resistant in 16 hours. 
Presently patients being treated for endo- 
carditis, pneumonia and gonorrhea were 
found to have drug-resistant bacteria. 


“Bugs” that develop immunity are a 
menace to any community as well as to 
the patient. “Drug-resistant bacteria 
might become highly pathogenic, be seated 
in populations, and result in widespread 
diseases refractory to treatment by eul- 
fonamides,” said New York State Journal 
of Medicine editors. “Indiscriminate 
chemotherapy constitutes a real hazard.” 


Penicillin in the Breach 


By this time, luckily, penicillin was in 
the saddle, riding to the rescue. Far less 
poisonous than anything on the sulfa drug 
shelf, it was effective, for the time being 
at least, against many of those bacteria 
that had toughened themselves agairfst 
sulfa. 


The reprieve was dramatic but probably 
temporary. A new note of dismay may 
now be detected in the intramural talk of 
doctors and scientists. Among patients at 
London’s Hammersmith Hospital in 1947, 
the incidence of penicillin-proof strains of 
staphylococcus had increased in less than 
a year from 12.5 per cent to 38. A year 
later, the figure had reached 59 per cent. 


Although streptomycin is generally 
acknowledged to be the best drug treat- 
ment for tuberculosis, that best is not too 
good. The antibiotic does not destroy the 
virulent human tubercle bacilli, nor com- 
pletely retard their development, and there- 
fore cannot be considered a cure for tuber- 
culosis in man at present. Resistance of 
the bacilli develops with such speed that 
it seems likely the role of streptomycin 
will be a minor one. No one yet knows 
whether bacteria are adapting themselves 
by mutation or by natural selection, but 
indiscriminate and/or faulty use of. the 
antibiotic drugs is apparently a potent 
factor in producing such resistant strains. 


Nature Resents Too Much Help 


The trouble is becoming more compli- 
cated. Inadequate dosage seems to propa- 
gate sturdier germs. But massive doses 
which kill before the bacteria start to fight 
back, can, theoretically at least, create an 
even more serious problem. Chemother- 
apy could become too successful. The 
British Medical Journal asks editorially: 
“May infection be overcome so exclusively 
by the chemotherapeutic agent alone that 
the body’s normal defense mechanism may 
not function, that no immunity results, 
and a second attack may consequently 
follow?” 

The question is not asked idly. There 
is already scattered evidence of patients 
treated with penicillin for streptococcus 
sore throat who have failed to bring into 
pay their own antibodies (which nortaally 
are in there pitching). The penicillin 
bombs exploded before the leucocytes 
could get into action. Cases have been re- 
ported of post-penicillin recurrence of a 
disease as severe as the original attack.

Between Book Ends 


Trans-Atlantic Love 
THE LONELY by Paul Gallico. (Knopf, 182 pgs., $2.50.) 


Nothing could be more romantic than a 
two-week vacation in Scotland with an at- 
tractive young girl who is madly in love 
with you. This is the delightful situation 
in which Lieutenant Jerry Wright (United 
States Air Force) finds himself. But there 
are complications which are mostly the 
result of Jerry’s engagement to a young 
“socialite” who is faithfully awaiting his 
return to Westbury, Long Island. 

Considering that Jerry’s English girl 
friend, Patches, by name, possesses all the 
important virtues, it is no surprise when 
Jerry falls desperately in love with her. 
From this there arises a problem as to the 
nature of his responsibilities to his girl 
back home. Being an immature fellow for 
his 23 years, he seeks inspiration at a local 
pub. There he meets an old friend, a 
transport pilot, who offers Jerry a round 
trip to the States that will be speedy 
enough to get him back to Bingland before 
the expiration of his 
leave. Once home, 
Jerry discovers that 
his parents are hos- 
tile to the idea of 
breaking his engage- 
ment, and, so, he re- 
turns to England 
without even having 
made his presence 
known to his fiancee. 

There are moments 
when the hero’s emo- 
tional crises seem 
petty, and this state 
of affairs is not 
helped in the least 
when: we recal' that 
the year of this story is 1945—a year dur- 
ing which German V-2s hit England in 
great numbers and put an abrupt end to 
the problems of other people who were not 
so fortunate as to be able to take trans- 
oceanic flights in order to straighten out 
amours that should have been no problem 
to begin with. 

As the result of some alchemy too subtle 
for this*reader to detect, Jerry's conflicts 
mature him sufficiently to enable him to 
face up to his problems and marry Patches. 
But most mysterious of all ts author Paul 
Gallico’s reason for writing this warmed- 
over novel, which originally was a story for 
a well-known women’s magazine.

Firefly; Freak 


Fires Started by Drop of Sweat, 


Blazes Take Toll 


NEW YORK, Oct. 6 (INS)—The 
National Board of Fire Under- 
writers came out with a lot of odd 
information about fires today, with 
the object of teaching how to 
avoid them. 

It said, for example, that fires 
can be started by anything from a 
drop of sweat to a firefly. 

A drop of sweat started a fire 
last year when it fell off a work- 
man’s brow onto a piece of so- 
dium. The heat made by the sweat 
on the sodium ignited a tank of 
ether in which the sodium was 
being placed. 

A firefly also was responsible 
for a fire when it brushed wisps 
of straw onto an oil lamp in a 
barn. 

Fire underwriter experts said 
there are two periods in a person's 
life when he is in special danger 
of fire: From § to 14 and 25 to 44. 
__At the early ages, the experts 


explained, a person is curious and 
active around the house. His ex- 
periments may backfire. 

Then, he gets into the courting 
age and spends little time at home. 
But at 25 he becomes a family 
man, a handyman—and again a 
fire menace. 

Precautions can avoid the usual 
types of fire, but there is little to 


explode every year. 

A Chicago house painter gave 
himself a hot seat when he struck 
a match against his pants. The oil 
and paint drippings on his over- 
alls caught fire. 

Freak automobile fires occurred 
in numbers, too. 

When a woman driver stepped 
on the starter of her automobile, 
the machiné started up in a blaze. 
She had parked directly over a 
four-inch gas main, and the starter 
ignited the gas.

BLUNT U.S. PROTEST

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (UP)— 
The United States today accused 
Russia of “shocking contravention 
of the most elementary standards 
of international decency” in im- 
prisoning two American students 
for eight weeks. 

In a “most energetic protest,” 
the United States demanded pun- 


insisted that the 
rights” of its citizens be observed 
in the future. 

The State Department made 
public the text of an unusually 
blunt note delivered in Moscow 
today dealing with the case of 
two students who were imprisoned 
by the Russians after they wan- 
dered into the Russian zone of 
Germany. The students were 
Warren Ooelsner, 20 years old, 
Oyster Bay, N. =. and Peter Sell- 
ers, 19, of Radnor, Pa. They were 
released by the Russians Sept. 28. 

The note said that the Russian 
chief of staff in Germany had 
referred to the “character of the 
actions” of the pair and had asked 
that the United States take mea- 
sures “to avoid repetition of such 
incidents.” The American note 
said “such admonitions are mis- 

The American note said the 
youth “inadvertently and inno- 
cently entered the Soviet zone” 
and that their offense was minor. 

“It certainly cannot justify de- 
tention for over eight weeks in- 
cluding two weeks in solitary 
confinement,” the note said.

Coristantino V. Riccardi Gets 
Reduction in Sentence 
‘From 10 to 7 Years. 


NEWARK, N.J., Oct. 6 (AP)— 
Constantino V. Riccardi, a lawyer 
disbarred in California, has won 
& reduction from 10 to seven years 
of his prison term for fraud. 

Riccardi promptly applied for a 
mew trial after United States Dis- 
trict Judge Guy L. Fake’s ruling 
was handed down yesterday. 

Riccardi is a former St. Louisan 
who was known as the “Beau 
Brummel of the Cabaret Circuit” 
when he practiced there in 1915 
and 1916. 

The lawyer was convicted a 
year ago of fraudulently obtain- 
ing $18,000 worth of furnishings 
from the Morristown home of 
Princess Doris Farid-Es Sultaneh, 
daughter of a Pittsburgh (Pa.), 
policeman. 

Judge Fake said he cut Ric- 
cardi’s sentence because had 
returned most of the furnishings 
he was charged with removing to 
his Arizona home. Riccardi told 
the court he was disbarred only 
-in California and argued his own 


case. 

In petitioning. for a new trial, 
the one-time rancher said he had 
uncovered evidence to prove he 
was convicted on “false and per- 
jured” testimony. 

The Third Court of Appeals re- 
cently turned down his appeal of 
his conviction a year ago. At that

Opponents challenged the valid- 
ity of the chemical tests. They 
also contended that chemistry 
doesn’t afford a full test of a 
whisky’s merits. It takes a taste 
test to do that, they said. 

This airing of conflicting views 
brought to an end two days of 
hearings by Government alcohol 
tax unit examiners on proposals 
to change labeling regulations so 
that: 

1. Whisky wouid have to be 
stored at least 18 months in new 
barrels before it could be labeled

200 Convicts Help Fight Fire 


In Prison; None Tries to Escape 


BOSTON, Oct. 6 (AP) — Two 
hundred prisoners were acclaimed 
today for helping to extinguish a 


$100,000 three-hour fire that 
wrecked the Deer Island House of 
Correction administration build- 
ing. Cause of the fire has not 
been determined. 

The flames wiped out the insti- 
tution’s major industries last 
night. Not a single prisoner at- 
tempted to escape. No one was 
injured. 

Two hundred of the institution's 
675 prisoners were released to help 
fight the flames, on orders. of 
Penal Commissioner Maxwell B. 
Grossman. 

“I’m proud of them,” he said in 
his commendation. “They did a 
splendid job.” 

The prisoners formed a human 
chain, along with prison officials, 
to remove furniture, valuable 
pieces of equipment, office files 


and prison records from the burn- 
ing structure. 

Included in the files were the 
inmates’ own records. They also 
carried arms and ammunition 
from the burning building. 

Prisoners in solitary confine- 
ment on the first floor of the 
three-story brick structure moved 
to another building, without a 
sign of disorder, shortly after the 
fire was discovered.

RIVALUNIONS TO ACT 
JOINTLY IN PACKING 
PLANT PARLEYS 


CHICAGO, Oct. 6 (AP) — Rival 
| AFL and CIO unions in the meat 
|packing industry have agreed to 
act jointly in efforts to negotiate 
contracts with the big packers. 

This is the first agreement of 
this kind between the AFL Alga- 
mated Meat Cutters and Butcher 
Workmen and the CIO United 
Packinghouse Workers. 

The unions say they represent 
90 per cent of the employes of the 
four big packing firms—Armour, 
Cudahy, Swift and Wilson—or 90,- 
000 to 100,000 persons. 

As agreements with the indus- 
try leaders usually set a pattern 
for contracts with smaller pack- 
ers any action would affect about 
200,000 workers. 

In a statement Ralph Helstein, 
president of the CIO union, and 
Earl Jimerson, president of the 
AFL group, reported no success in 
separate negotiations for new 
agreements to replace those that 
expired Aug. 11. The union leaders 
are calling conferences of local 
‘representatives to determine fu-

from a three-month concert tour 
overseas. She told how border 
guards honored the fancy docu- 
ment her brother gave her. 

It’s called an “international 
identity card” and describes Miss 
Davis as a citizen of the world. 
It got her past border guards in 
Switzerland, France, Italy and 
Germany. She said they stamped 
it without question and passed her 
through. 

But the Russians, the Czechs— 
and the Americans— weren't s0 
easy. They wanted her real Amer- 
ican passport, which she also 
carried. 

Davis himself has just got an 
eight-day jail sentence in Paris 
for insisting on going to jail with 
a French conscientious objector. 
Only he didn’t have to serve time 
because he had already been held 
that long and the judge turned 
him loose. 

Young Davis, an American vet- 
eran, is agitating for a world gov- 
ernment and common citizenship 
as the only means of avoiding a 
new war. He renounced his Amer- 
ican citizenship last year. 

When Miss Davis landed at the 
New York international airport, 
she flashed the Davis card on an 
American inspector. 

“World citizen, huh? We don’t 
believe in that,” she said the man 


told her. She had to dig up her 
American passport.

CAGO, Oct. 6—Chicago high 
school students spent almost $7000 
of their lunch and spending money 
on football parlay cards last week. 

The $7000 figure comes from 
men in the racket. With the foot- 
ball season getting into full swing, 
that could be doubled this coming 
weekend, officials say. % 

This form of teen-age gambling 
is divided into two phases, a sur- 
vey shows. One is the concen- 
trated effort of professional gam- 
blers, many of them bookies, to 
glean some “easy money.” 

Older Students’ Role. 

The other is*the older students, 
the “sharpies” as they are termed, 
who band together to book the 
sale of tickets, paying off losses 
and pocketing the winnings. 
Board of Education figures show 
that there are 93,816 students in 
the 40 regular high schools here. 
In the five continuation and ap- 
prentice schools there are an addi- 
tional 5523 students. Of this total 
number about 50,000 are boys. 
The 66 Chicago Catholic schools 
have a combined registration of 
33,039 of which 13,633 are boys. 
Experienced policemen say that 
few girls bet on the games, not 
because they are not gamblers but 
for fear of what the other girls 
would say about them. 

The football parlay card offers 
attractive odds to ,the wide-eyed 
purchaser. But the gamblers know 
how difficult it is to pick a num- 
ber of winning teams, let alone 
the scores by which they will win. 

Worse Than Policy Games. 

Capt. John Warren of the Sum- 
merdale police district, which has 
two of the north side schools in 
it, says that the football parlay 
racket has the policy racket beat 
for the sheer odds against the 
bettor. 

“The fantastic number of com- 
binations, the fact that your teams 
must win by a stated number of 
points with any tie knocking out 
your whole bet puts this racket 
right into the policy class,” he 
said. 

Practically all of the high school 
officials interviewed admitted the 
parlay cards are a “perennial 
problem.” Some were more frank 
but none of them denied that this 
form of gambling was one that 
required constant supervision to 
combat. 

“When I was a kid, some time 
ago I will admit,” said one north 
side school official, “we would bet 
a quarter or half dollar on a bas- 
ketball game. But this is some- 
thing that is pushed at these 
youngsters in a way they find 
hard to resist.” 

Policeman’s Story. 
Policeman Charles Sykes of Fill- 
more police, attached to the Mar- 
shall High School, summarized 
the feelings of many of the uni- 
formed men on such duty. 

“Just last Thursday I chased 
away two men I know are bookies. 
They parked in front of one of 
our school stores and in a few 
moments a group of kids swarmed 
around the car,” he said.

COLUMBUS, O., Oct. 6 (AP) — 
Ohio’s first toll super-highway 
has been designated for e 
northern part of the state. It will 
run in a northwesterly direction 
from the Pennsylvania boundary 
to the Indiana line. 
The Ohio Turnpike Commission 
decided in the general location of 
the road. It directed Highway 
Director T. J. Kauser Tuesday to 
spend $600,000 for engineering 
studies to determine the best spe- 
cific location.

“What do you think?” the 
Arkansas drawled, “that was my 
first world series game.” 

The Yankees had not been 
blanked in world series competi- 
tion since Ernie White of the 
Cardinals, helped by an acrobatic 
outfield defense, stopped them in 
the third game of the '42 series, 2 
to 0. 

“Just a breeze,” quipped Burt 
Shotton, the white-haired Dodger 
manager. Seriously, he added, “I 
thought I'd never see Preach 
pitch a better game than the one 
at St. Louis last month. (Roe shut 
out the Cards 5 to 0). But this 
was better—a hulluva fine job.” 

Roy Campanella, Roe’s battery 

mate, was lavish in his praise of 
the pitcher who was at his best 
with men on. “That guy is always 
cool,” said Sampanella. “He’s got 
guts enough to throw breaking 
stuff when he’s behind on the 
count.” * 
It was a slider with which Roe 
retired clutch-hitting Tommy Hen- 
rich, hero of the series opener 
on a “3-2” pitch with two on in 
the eighth inning.

Breakfast Not What It Used to Be 


That Once Noble Meal Has Fallen to a Low Level, but Some Recipes Survive

HERE was a time in this 
country when breakfast was 
the most important meal of 
the day.

BY AND LARGE, the differ- 
ence in the quality of griddle 
cakes lies in the handling of the 
griddle. Any dope with the prop- 
er makin’s at hand can stir up & 
mess of batter. It’s a cinch. The 
trick comes in getting the griddle 
to the right temperature. The 
skilled cook knows. Amateurs 
guess and a lot of them ruin the 
cakes right then and there. [If 
you can’t handle the situation, get 
yourself a griddle thermometer. 

The perfect griddle is not smok- 
ing hot, only moderately hot. 

Don’t be turning the cakes every 
few seconds. When the uncooked 
side is well covered with bubbles 
and is beginning to dry out, they 
are ready to turn. 

Experiment with a few small 
cakes on your griddle and you will 
know where yow stand. 

Like this: 

If your cakes have brown and 
white patches on them when they 
are turned your griddle is TOO 
HOT. 

If your cakes are an even pale 
tan color when turned your grid- 
die is NOT HOT ENOUGH. F

CHAPTER ELEVEN. 

* OR centuries most souls be- 
lieved, as some still do, in the 
examination of conscience, 

This great spiritual exercise was 

kicked out of the front door by 

modern materialists on the ground 
that it is vain to examine con- 
science; they offered three argu- 
ments—that there is no sin, that 
conscience is onlv our recognition 
of social conventions and taboos, 
and that each man is the sole 
determinant of what is right ana 
wrong for him, What these ma- 
terialists threw out of the front 
door some psychiatrists now sneak 

in through the back door under a 

new name—examination of the un- 

conscious—but with this differ- 
ence: that with them there is no 

God, there is no moral law, there 

is no final judgment. 

This examination of the uncon- 
scious is commonly called psycho- 
analysis. Because of a general 
confusion on the subject, it is 
important here parenthefically to 
suggest the difference between 
psychiatry and psychoanalysis. 
Psychiatry is a science which 
treats mental ills; it may be prac- 
ticed only by doctors of medicine. 
Psychoanalysis is a particular 
“method of treating such ills, by 
relieving a hampering evil and by 
bringing the unconscious to the 
conscious, One can be opposed to 
a certain school of psychoanalysis, 
such as the Freudian, without be- 
ing opposed to psychoanalysis in 
general, as one can be opposed to 
“swing” without being an enemy 
of music. Psychiatrv as a term 
covers an even wider territory; 
apart from all forms of psycho- 
analysis, it includes a dozen dif- 
ferent methods. Psvchiatry as a 
branch of medicine is not only 
a perfectly valid science—it is a 
real necessity today. In the last 
hundred years, while the popule- 
tion of the United States increased 
only 671 per cent, the percentage 
of institutionalized mental pa- 


tients increased 23.328 per cent. | 
Doctors qualified to care for, cure, | 


and prevent such maladies are a 
desperate modern need. Most of 
the psychiatrists doing such nec- 


essary work today are not psy- |

phical conception of man’s nature, 
with such assertions as the state- 
ment that man is an animal and 
has no free will or, as Freud 
said, that “religious doctrines are 
illusions.” 

Psychoanalysis (still using this 
name in a wide sense) cannot be 
wholly independent of a philos- 
ophical outlook on human nature. 
But a sound philosophy is not 
derived from the findings of psy- 
choanalysis; rather, the philo- 
sophical interpretation precedes 
the psychological theory and 
determines its particular aim. Ifa 
psychoanalytic school assumes 
that man is only an animal, this 
tenet is not something its founder 
concluded from the facts uncov- 
ered by psychological study. It is 
an assumption which he accepted 
prior to all investigation and 
built into the foundations under- 
lying the theory. If a psycho- 
analytic school claims that those 
mental disorders which are not 
caused by an organic disease of 
the brain originate in instincts, 
sexual or otherwise, such a state- 
ment again goes beyond what is 
justified by and deducible from 
the observed facts; it pertains to 
the presuppositions the psycho- 
analysts accepted as true before 
they proceeded to develop their 
theory, When Freud wrote the 
following, he imposed an irration- 
al prejudice on a theory: “The 
mask is fallen: it (psychoanalysis) 
leads to a denial of God and of 
an ethical ideal.” 

x * 
REUD’S school of .psycho- 
analysis often does just that. 
But there are other schools. 
And, I repeat, there is no objec- 
tion to psychoanalysis as such, so 
long as it remains a mere method 


and does not bring in influences 
or ideas which are contrary to 
truth (although psychoanalysis, at 
its best, is not a panacea ap- 
plicable as widely as its more en- 
thusiastic believers claim). But 
once psychoanalysis asserts that 
“man is not a being different from 
the animals, or superior to them” 
(Freud) or that sin is a myth, re- 
ligion an illusion, and God a 
“father-image,” then it ceases to 
be a science or a method and be 
gins to be a prejudice. 


All through the ages there has 
been some sort of psychoanalysis 
—an analysis of the psyche, or 
soul, along with the search for the 
mental causes of all kinds of hu- 
man troubles. The ancient Greeks 
thought that the basis of normal 
life, of wisdom, and of sanity was 
“Know thyself.” Socrates spoke 
of the need to “take care of one’s 
soul”; and the Greek words for 
his saying are precisely “therapy 
of the soul.” Mental cures were 
applied, as means of healing cer- 
tain physical disorders, in the 
sanctuaries of the god Aescula- 
pius, The Stoics of pre-Christian 
time, and in particular Seneca, 
recommended a nightly examina- 
tion of the soul on the assumption 
that, the more the moral man en- 
ters into himself, the greater is 
his peace. Marcus Aurelius wrote 
a serls of meditations in which 
he communes with his soul, dis- 
cusses the problems of right and

Later, St. Augustine said, “Do 
not go out of thyself: rather re- 
turn into thyself and thou shalt 
transcend thyself.” And he also
